The main factor in the superior quality of our bulb has been clean- 
liness with no over crowded conditions during drying and storing per- 
iod,and what we believe to be ideal drying and storing methods for our 
particular climate. (no specific method can be followed by everyone 
due to the varying climatic conditions in which you live.) 


Our State Inspector has given us the rating of the cleanest and 
finest bulbs grown in the State of Wisconsin for the past several 
years and that can only be accomplished by many hours of particular 
labor. Yet with that honor bestowed upon us,WE HAVE NEVEF CLAIMED 
THEM L0 BE 100% DESEASE FREE.(we know there is no bulb free of de- 
sease) WE ONLY CLAIM THEM TO BE DESEASE CONTROLLED. 


Besides the particular labor involved in drying and storing of bulbs 
all labor in the field is done by hand,planting,cultivating,weed pull- 
ing and digging,at which time bulbs not meeting our standard of health 
are discarded,not. even brought in the drying shed. No 2-4 Dor DD! hae 
ever been used in our plantings as a spray or any other use,perhapse 
that too is a reason of the good quality of, our bulb. Time and space 
does not permit me to go into detail to describe our method of produc- 
ing the superior quality of our-stock;the special built storage shed, 
the daily turning of bulbs,the careful Wateh ing of humidity and. temer- 
ature in drying and storage, etc. 

With all the work and expense involved. ‘in attaining the high gtand- 
ard in our stock,we cannot meet the prices of machine handled stock or 
the price competition being staged by many commercial growers. ALWAYS

Stevens Point and. about 4 blocks south of intersection 
of 51 and 54..1t is the faim on the curve across. the road from hoger's 
Garage & DA Service Station. 

Our policy. has alway-s been to sell only bulbs grown, in our field. We 
too could have the ori ivilege to Listing many introductions on the mark- 
et.but we. are. 10.6.4 JOBEER and feel we would rather raise all bulbs 
listed in our catalog. To purchase them immediately when introduced 
Would be a big investment,for often the bottom is dropped out of the 


price in a few years if it. does not sell well,and we would be holding 
the bag with a tremendous loss. We will however get them for increase 
to list,just as soon as prices are set and they remain in demand.
